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1. IN SPECIALLY-CALLED SEPTEMBER 12 PRESS CONPERENCE TO REPORT ON 
HIS TRIP, PRESIDENT ODUBER, REPERRING TO PANAMA CANAL TREATY AND 
BILATERAL MEETING WITH PRESIDENT CARTER, STATED THAT HE IS "SURE 
THAT ALTER SEPTEMBER 7 AND 8, THE WINDS OF HUMAN RIGHTS, DEMOCRACY, 
AND LIBERTY ARE GOING TO BE PELT STRONGLY IN THE HEMISPHERE". 

ODUBER STATED ALSO THAT HE PEELS THAT "WASHINGTN NOW TAKES INTO 
CONSIDERATION WHAT COSTA RICA DOES AND RECOMMENDS". ODUBER QUOTED 
PRESIDENT CARTER: "COSTA RICA IS VERY CLOSE TO USNNOW AND IS THE 
COUNTRY THAT HAS TAKEN LEADERSHIP IN THE HUMAN RIGHTS STRUGGLE. 

YOU WILL NOT HAVE PROBLEMS WITH US IN YOUR EPFORTS TO IMPROVE 
MARKETS AND PRICES POR YOUR PRODUCTS". 

2. IN COMMENTS MADE PRIVATELY IT WAS CLEAR THAT ODUBER, FACIO AND 
SILVA WERE ABSOLUTELY GLOWING ABOUT THE OUTCOME OP THE BILATERAL. 
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WHILE PLEASED THAT THEY HAD BEEN GIVEN A PAVORABLE RESPONSE ON THE 
PATROL BOATS AND A MORE SUITABLE TIMETABLE POR THE YOUTH 
SYMPHONY PERPORMANCE, IT WAS CLEAR PROM ODUBER'S COMMENTS THAT IT 
WAS THE SPIRIT OP THE MEETING THAT CAPPED SO REWARDING A WEEK POR 
THEM. ODUBER STATED THAT HE WAS EXTREMELY WELL IMPRESSED WITH 
PRESIDENT CARTER'S DETAILED KNOWLEDGE OF THE MATTERS DISCUSSED 
AND HIS DIRECT AND PRANK APPROACH. HE WAS PLEASED TO HAVE HAD THE 
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TIME TO MAKE HIS PITCH ON COSTA RICA'S DESIRE EOR LIMITED SPECIAL 
EAVOR ON TRADE MATTERS, MAINLY MEAT AND SUGAR, AND TO REITERATE 
HIS INTEREST ON ASSISTING ON THES CANAL ISSUE, HAITI AND THE CARI- 
BBEAN GENERALLY AND ON HUMAN RIGHTS. JUDGING FROM HIS IMMEDIATE 
POST-BILATERAL COMMENTS ENROUTE TO AND AT NATIONAL AIRPORT, HOW- 
EVER, IT WAS EVIDENT THAT HE WAS MOST IMPRESSED WITH THE EACT THAT 
THE PRESIDENT OE THE US, THE SECRETARY OE STATE AND THE PRESI- 
DENT'S ASSISTANT FOR NATIONAL SECURITY AFEAIRS HAD HEARD HIM OUT, 

WITH INTEREST. OBVIOUSLY, ON THE HEELS OE THE VISITS OE MRS CARTER 
AND AMBASSADOR YOUNG, HE WAS FEELING "CONSULTED" AND USEEUL. 

3. ALSO, EOREIGN MINISTER FACIO SOUGHT OUT EMBASSY OEFICER AT 
SEPT 14 SOCIAL EVENT TO STATE THAT HE GOCR DELEGATION'S VISIT TO 
WASHINGTON, AND PARTICULARLY THE MEETING WITH PRESIDENT CARTER, 

WAS "ABSOLUTELY PEREECT". FACIO REPEATED, AS DID ODUBER, THAT HE 
WAS ENORMOUSLY IMPRESSED NOT ONLY BY PRESIDENT'S KNOWLEDGE OE COSTA 
RICA AND ISSUES IN THE US-COSTA RICAN RELATIONSHIPS, BUT BY 
PRESIDENT'S CANDOR AND RESPONSIVENESS. COMING AFTER FOUR-DAY PERIOD 
IN WHICH THE GOCR DELEGATION HAD BEEN EXTREMELY WELL-TREATED BY 
TOP LEVEL OEEICIALS OE ADMINISTRATION AS WELL AS BY MEMBERS OE 
CONGRESS, EACIO SAID, THE MEETING WITH THE PRESIDENT WAS THE BEST 
POSSIBLE ENDING TO A VERY PRODUCTIVE AND ENCOURAGING TRIP. EACIO 
ALSO NOTED THAT HE PERSONALLY WAS HIGHLY ELATTERED BY THE 
ATTENTION HE HAD RECEIVED FROM SECRETARY VANCE. 
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
